To  the  Editors  of  the  . Mercantile  Advertiser-. 

Every  nation  is  ambitious  of  its  supe- 
rior advantages,  whether  they  arise  frtm 
agriculture,  commerce,  or  the  arts: 
evincing  a desire  to  render  such  advan- 
tages subservient  to  other  objects,  and 
to  proclaim  them  to  the  world.  Hence 
1 am  actuated  m making  the  following 
communication : 

Extract  of  a letter  from  a gent/  man  of 

respectability, dated  Boston,  Oct.  1 5. 

“ Sir — I enclose  a piece  of  Morocco 
Leather.  The  goat  from  wr.ich  the  skin 
was  taken,  was  alive  at  Charlestown  yes- 
ttrdav  mcrnir.r — and  before  2 i.’cloc. 
yesterday  the  skin  was  tanned  as  you  s'-e 
it,  and  transported  six  miles  fiom  tow 
to  the  cattle  show — you  may  rely  on  toe 
truth  ol  it.” 

A communication  from  “ An  F.nglis1  - 
man,”  in  the  New-York  Gazette, recom- 
mends the  making  of  Scalded  Cr  am 
Rutter,  which  lias  been  practised  in  ma 
ny  parts  of  England,  and  by  which  me- 
thod a greater  quantity  of  butter,  and  of 
a more  palatable  quality,  can  be  obtained 
uom  milk,  than  by  the  common  mode. 
The  following  is  the  process  : 

As  soon  as  the  milk  has  been  taken 
from  the  cow,  it  must  be  placed  in  an 
earthen  or  tin  vessel,  and  allowed  to 
stand  12  hours.  It  must  be  then 
placed  on  a steady  wood  fire,  free  as  pos- 
sible from  smoke,  and  sc.  ld.d  for  30 
minutes — particular  care  must  be  taken 
not  to  allow  it  to  boil.  It  must  then  be 
placed  in  a cool  situation,  and  on  the 
following  day  a thick  rich  cream  will 
appear  on  the  surface  cf  the  milk  (which 
is  excellent  also  for  desert  purpose) — 
this  may  be  taken  and  made  into  buttei 
hi  the  common  way.

It  is  understood  that  the  Indians  now 
her  of  separate  tracts  of  land;  amounting 
altogether  to  about  three  hundred  thou- 
sand acres,  which  is  to  be  held  by  them 
in  fee-simple,  under  a patent  from  the 
president  of  the  United  States,  an  sub- 
ject to  be  alienated  with  hie  approbation, 
but  to  be  exempted  from  taxation,  so  long 
as  it  remains  Indian  property. 

I nis  1 reaty,  whether  considered  in  its 
fiscal,  political,  or  moral  effects,  may  be 
considered  as  one  of  the. most  important 
which  lias  ever  been  ente  red  into  with 
our  red  brethren.  The  quantity  of  land 
acquired  is  between  seven  and  eight 
millions  of  acres,  equal  in  quality  and  sis  el- 
ation to  any  other  tract  of  land  of  slmik.r 
extent  in  the  United  States,  and  which 
will,  from  the  facility  afforded  to  emi- 
grants from  the  New-England  states,  and 
that  ol  New-York,  by  means  cf  tbe  lake 
navigation, be  settled  with  au  unexampled 
rapidity,  and  will  bind  together  and 
strengthen  the  whole  extent  of  our  North 
\\  est  !•  ronticr,  in  such  a manner  c.s  to 
matte  the  acquisition,  in  a military  paint 
of  view,  invaluable. 

The  Treaty  lately  concluded  with  the 
Cherokecs,  and  thatnowailudedto,  form 
the  commencement  of  a System  by  which 
the  white  and  red  population  of  our  coun- 
try will  be  amalgamated  by  a gradual  but 
sure  process;  the  foundation  of  which 
was. laid  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  when  he  in- 
troduced his  system  for  the  promotion 
of  civilization  among  the  Indians  ; a svs- 
tem  that  lias  diff.  sed  among  them  a 
.now ledge  of  the  vaiueoi  property,  cra- 
ted a corr  spending  desire  to  r.ppvo- 
n iate  it  specifically,  and  impressed  thefn 
pith  1 -c  necessity  of  adequate  i.ius  for 
its  protection. 

Ti  esc  Treaties  yvere  entered  into  un- 
icr  instructions,  issued  through  the  De- 
partment of  War,  and  wiil  evince  to  tne 
citizens  of  the  western  stun  s that  their 
ssential  interests  are  understoodand  at- 
tended to  by  the  government. 

FROM  THE  BALTIMORE  r ATR  ' OT. 
RftSI’ECT  FOR  THE  LAWS. 

The  people  of  ti  e United  States,  more 
than  those  ol  any  other  nation,  are  cele- 
brated for  their  cheerful  obedience  to 
those  salutary  regulations  of  government 
wi.ich  constitute  iis  safety,  and  adminis- 
ter to  their  own  happiness.  No  other 
nation  on  the  globe,  so  exposed  to  tiic 
innovating  and  dangerous  influence  of 
foreigners,  preserves,  so  little  immured, 
hs  primitive  regard  ior  law,  morality  anil 
•o*i-.;ion,  s the  United  States; 

On  this  subject,  we  often  meet  with 
paragraphs  in  foreign  papers  highly  ho- 
norable to  tne  fidelity  and  zeal  of  our 
citizens.  A late  London  paper  remarks : 

‘ A.l  the  travellers  whom  we  have  ever 
read,  express  their  astonishment  at  the 
respect  w.  foh  every  American  manifests 
for  the  laws  of  his  country.  In  the  most 
remote  and  wild  situation,  no  one  thinks 
of  offering  any  resistance  to  the  law  s, 
ny  more  than  i.e  would  do  in  one  of 
their  most  crowded  citi  s.  However  faf 
party  zeal,  and  even  party  rage,  may  be 
carried  in  that  free  country,  the  parti- 
jans  of  ail  parties  always  respect  the 
laws.  What  a contrast  with  the  south 
of  Europe,  where,  under  the  mod  abso* 
Lute  govrrnm  nts  tne  most  lawless  vio- 
lence every  where  prevails;  where  in- 
justice  iiftractUed  with  impunity,  because 
there  i.i  no  judge  whom  brio,  ry  cannot 
gain  over.  What  a contrast  i.  ith  our 
own  sister  kingdom,  Ireland,  where  in 
many  parts  the  laws  are  set  at  open  t‘u- 
i.mce.  If  they  go  on  in  this  manner, 
giving  the  name  of  anarchy  to  a most 
signal  obedience  to  the  laws,  they  v.  iB 
soon  endear  that  name  to  the  world.”

NATIONAL  POLICY. 

FROM  THE  NKW-YOKK  COLUMBIAN. 

In  our  paper  of  Saturday  we  noticed 
the  speculations  of  the  London  prints, 
irclatire  to  the  policy  by  which  the  Ame- 
rican government  were  influenced.  The 
speculations  alluded  to  seem  to  have 
grown  out  of  the  act  ofeongress  to  increase 
our  naval  establishment ; or  rather  out  of 
the  prompt  manner  an  which  that  act  was 
carried  into  effect.  But  had  these  trans- 
atlantic writers  known,  that  efforts  were 
making  by  the  government  to  increase' 
our  means  of  internal  defence,  their  jeal- 
ousies and  suspicions  would  probably 
have  been  strengthened  and  confirmed. 
On  this  subject  it  may  be  remarked,  that 
some  oi  the  United  States’  regiments  have 
been  employed  during  the  last  summer1 
in  cutting-  military  roaus.  That  topo- 
graphical engineers  are  busily  engaged 
in  surveying  and  making  notes  and  maps 
of  our  coasts.  That  several  distinguish - 
<cd  officers  of  the  army  and  nav  y have  re- 
cently been  appointed  by  the  President, 
for  the  same  purposes.  That  the  scien- 
tific general  Bernard,  late  of  the  French 
army,  is  making  a tour  of  observation,  as 
•an  engineer,  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States.  But,  while  we  are  unable  to 
enter  into  detail,  us  to  the  state  of  our 
fortifications  in  the  south,  we  can  assure 
•the  London  prints,  that  our  frontier  posts 
in  tiie  north  and  west  are  principally  un- 
dergoing great  and  important  repairs  or 
additions. 

On  Lake  Champlain,  at  "Rouse’s  Point, 
■a  formidable  lort  is  erecting.  During 
the  last  autumn,  the  water  in  that  lake 
was  some  feet  lower  t ian  it  had  been 
known  for  forty  years.  The  favorable 
moment  was  seized  on  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion ul  the  work.  An  eminent  engineer 
was  employed  to  construct  and  superin- 
tend tiie  building  of  t.iis  battery,  which, 
it  is  believed,  in  the  event  of  another  war, 
will  be  of  great  importance,  as  a means 
of  defence. 

At  the  other  extreme  of  Lake  Ontario , 
is  Fort  Niagara.  It  will  he  recollected 
that  this  fort  is  nearly  opposite  Fort 
George,  on  the  Britisii  side  of  t ie  river 
Niagara ; and  that  it  is  built  at  the  mouth 
of  that  river,  where  it  empties  into  Lake 
Ontario.  It  is  on  a most  commanding 
spot  of  land,  and  completely  overlooks, 
and  consequently  is  capable  of  silencing, 
the  British  bitterns  on  the  opposite 
s ore.  Early  in  the  late  war  this  fort 
was  surprised  and  taken  by  the  enemv, 
under  circumstances  ti.e  most  disgrace- 
ful and  suspicious,  as  it  relates  to  the 
oflii  er  under  whom  it  was  commanded. 
W nile  in  possession  of  the  British,  it 
was  much  improved  and  strengthened. 
Among  other  things  in  the  interior  of  it, 
a covered  work  was  built  under  ground, 
bomb  proof,  and  capable  o'  containing  at 
least  five  hundred  men.  The  wash  o!?the 
lake  was  undermining  what  is  termed 
the  old  i rench  in  ,’ss-housc,  a mu  ,sy  stone 
building  of  uncommon  so,  ini  tv,  tnut  has] 
stood  more  tnan  a century,  andontne' 
top  of  widen  cannon  were  placed wring 
the  late  war.  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tv 'ting  this  building,  and  increasing  me 
siren  ;th  of  this  already  powerful  fortress, 
the  foundation  of  additional  works  were 
laid  during  tiie  summer  of  1816,  when- 
ever tue  season  would  permit.  It  is 
probable,  however,  from  their  nature  and 
extent,  it  will  require  one  or  two  rears 
more  to  complete  them ; but,  when  com- 
pleted, Fori  Niagara  may  be  considered 
impregnable.. 

In  M iy  last  major  Oratoit,  of  the  en- 
gineer corps,  was  ordered  to  Michiii- 
-macl.inack  for  tiie  purpose  of  laying  out, 
•a  i ' c immencing  immediately,  new  and 
addition  u won.s  at  that  place.  From 
thence,  it  is  understood,  he  may  proceed 
to  the  upper  military  posts,  having  the 
•same  objects  in  view. 

This  lusty  and  imperfect  outline  will 
tend  to  shew  that  our  permanent  means 
oi  defence  are  not  confined  to  tiie  navy 
cxclnsiv.  Iy.  But  we  deny,  in  the  most 
peremptory  manner,  that  it  is  an  evi- 
dence of  t.ie  government  possessing  hos- 
tile fadings  towards  any  nation  on  earth. 
Tney  are  only  precautionary  measures 
•called  fir  by  the  times,  and  by  tne  voice 
ofthe  nation.  We  are  willing,  however, 
to  admit,  that  the  late  war  has  had  a! 
great  influence  upon  tiie  minds  of  the! 
American  people.  It  has  taught  them’ 
their  own  power.  It  has,  in  some  dc- 
gt  oe,  i .(used  into  thrift  a muitarv  spirit. 
It  has  strengthened  the  government,  be- 
caus  it  has  increased  the  confidence  of 
til'-  people  in  it ; and  it  has  contributed 
to  a;iiehorat„  the  violence  of  party  asper- 
ities, by  making  tne  nation  fee,  the  fuliv, 
it  not  t ie  wickedness,  of  fore!  m predi- 
lections. 

It  would  hr  presumption  in  us  to  pre- 
tend that  we  possessed  any  particular  in- 
formation upon  winch  our  opinions  were 
fount, ed,  as  to  the  question  of  National 
JJ;Lcn.  Our  reflections  result  from  tne 
fact,  that  the  pcohle  determine  the  policy 
ol  the  government  j and  we  know,  as  re- 
mat  ked  in  a former  paper,  that  the  Amc- 
1 n -n  people  ars  just  and  pacific.  With 
t !,  se  preliminary  remarks,  \vc  venture 
to  assert,  that  every  reasonable  means 
v. ill  he  adopted  by  the  government,  to 
restrain  its  citizens  Irom  committing  ag- 
gressions on  any  power  with  whom  we 
arc  at  peace  ; and  that  should  violence 
lie  commuted  by  them,  under  the-  Ame- 

noHii  flag,  tiie  act  will  be  disclaimed, 

I nt,  rs  we  have  uniformly  contended, 
since  the  establishment  of  our  govern- 
ment, that  the  subjects  of  other  coun- 
tih-s  possessed  a natural  and  inherent 
right  to  expatriate  themselves,  it  would 
be  strange,  iiKlced,  if  we  should  attempt 
to  deny  that  right  to  our  own  citizens. 

<n  t!,e  other  hand,  if  aggressions  arc 
comimttedvupon  ,:8  by  thc  sub:tct8  cf 

loreign  countrie  s,  or  by  their  military  or 
Jia.al  iorcc,  negotioti  n win  be  resorted 
to.  • re  dr  ss  of  the  injury  will  be  de- 
mandcci,  and  every  nic ■•.:,«  national  and 
reflecting  government  can  honorably 


adopt  to  obtain  that  redress,  without  ary 
appeal  to  arms,  will  be  adopted. 

Under  these  impressions,  we  see  not 
a speck  oiwar  in  the  horizon.  A 11  is  se- 
rene and  calm.  Our  foreign  relations 
present  an  aspect  which  we  think  indi- 
cates a long  peace.  In  our  domestic 
concerns  we  are  prosperous  and  happy. 
The  progress  of -science — the  increase  of 
internal  improvements — thc  almost  total 
cessation  of  party  feuds  and  animosities, 
excepting  among  a few  unprincipled  and 
interested  men — these  excite  emotions 
thc  most  gratifying  and  consolatory  in 
the  bosom  of  every  good  citizen,  w hile 
he  triumphantly  exclaims — Hail  Colum- 
bia d Happy  Land !

What  have  the  United  States  to  apprehend 

from  the  Powers  of  Continental  Europe,  On 

their  openly  declaring  in  favor  of  the  South 

Americans  > 

In  answering  this  question,  it  will  not 
be  expected  that  I should  enter  at  large 
into  the  views,  policy,  or  thoughts  of  the 
several  powers  which  it  may  be  necessary 
to  speak  of— nor  indeed  can  I believe 
that  such  a detailed  exposition  would  be 
at  all  required  to  enable  my  fellow  citi- 
zens to  form  a correct  opinion  on  this 
question,  when  I recollect  thc  very  in- 
quisitive and  continued  attention  with 
which  they  have  always  regarded  the  late 
struggles  for  liberty  in  the  European 
world,  and  the  deep  interest  they  have 
manifested  for  thc  rights  of  man  in  every 
stage  of  that  great  contest.  I have  seen 
it  somewhere  said  that  thc  “ pconle  of 
tne  United  States  were  a prodigiously 
talking,  news-loving  people.”  I believe 
it  to  be  a trait  in  our  national  character, 
and  I fervently  hope  that  inquisitive  tem-'l 
per  may  always  continue,  and  never  be 
cnecked  ; because,  it  is  owing  to  such  a 
propensity  that  thc  people  of  this  coun- 
try are  more  generally  and  accurately 
informed,  upon  all  political  subjects, 
than  any  other  people  who  ever  existed, 
ancient  or  modern.  In  Europe,  to  be 
well  acquainted  with  the  history  of  one’s 
own  times,  is  considered  as  one  of  the 
accomplishments  of  a scholar.  In  thc 
United  States,  it  is  an  acquisition  com- 
mon to  all  ranks.  I shall  therefore  con- 
sider this  important  question  amply  and 
conclusively  answered  before  my  fellow 
citizens,  if  I merely  recal  their  recollec- 
tion to  thc  history  of  oirr  ow  n times,  by 
touching  on  some  of  the  principal  events, 
to  shew,  that  the  powers  of  the  Conti- 
nent have  neither  the  disposition  or  the 
ability  to  interfere  with  us,  because  of 
any  part  we  may  take  in  tiie  affuii-s  of 
the  South  Americans. 

Washington,  in  his  farewell  address, 
which  is  in  the  hands,  and  recollection, 
but  unfortunately  for  some  years  past 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  in  the  hearts 
of  all  of  us,  tells  us  that11  Europe  has  a 
set  of  primary  interests  which  to  its  have 
none,  or  a very  remote  relation” — and 
that  “ our  detached  and  distant  situation 
invites  and  enables  us  to  pursue  ^different 
course.”  These  political  axioms  have, 
at  all  times  and  every  where,  been  main- 
tained as  the  fundamental  principles, 
both  in  theory  and  practice,  of  the  de- 
mocratic republicans  of  the  United 
States— and  the  great  body  of  the  people 
of  this  country  arc  now  fully  convinced 
that  the  interests  and  policy  of  the  Eu- 
ropean nations  are  essentially  hostile  to 
those  of  the  American  continent. 

Thc  French  revolution  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  wonderful  epochs  in  the  an- 
nals of  the  human  race.  Events  and 
developments  which  seem  to  be  suffi- 
ciently numerous  and  vast  to  cover  whole 
centuries,  have  been  crowded  into  thc 
compass  of  the  short  life  of  an  individual. 
On  the  4th  of  July,  1776,  we  took  our 
stand  among  thc  nations  of  the  earth,  not 
as  one  slowly  rising  from  insignificance 
and  infancy,  but  as  “a  nation  born  at 
once” — like  Minerva,  starting  in  com- 
plete adult  vigor  from  thc  head  of  Jove. 
The  stale  lessons  of  antiquity,  however 
excellent  in  their  kind,  seemed  to  be  un- 
suited, or  inadequate  in  many  respects 


arms.  But  although  the  people  have 
been  overcome,  and  the  spirit  of  liberty 
prostrated  and  pinioned  down — yet  it  is 
not  altogether  inanimate  ; for  the  des- 
pots have  not  dated  as  yet  to  disband  a 
single  troop  of  their  vast  armament.  The 
people  are  no  where  trusted  to  them- 
selves, or  suffered  to  recruit  br  renew 
their  own  energies ; and  many  parts  of 
Europe  exhibit  the  singular  spectacle  of 
more  than  one  fourth  the  male  popula- 
tion being  armed  with  bayonets,  and  em- 
ployed to  keep  the  rest  quiet  and  in  order. 

To  talk  therefore  of  any  $>f  the  powers 
of  continental  Europe  engaging  in  a fo- 
reign war,  at  present,  with  any  nation, 
more  particularly  with  the  United  States, 
seems  to  be  perfectly  idle.  There  is  not 
one  of  them,  Russia  excepted,  which  is 
not  completely  debilitated  and  exhaust- 
ed. We  have  drawn  in  a preceding  num- 
ber a condensed  and  faithful  sketch  of 
England,  which  is  generally  allowed  ti» 
be  the  most  potent  amongst  the11  Legiti- 
mates,” and  we  have  seen  that  her  condi- 
tion is  in  all  respects  wretched,  and  truly 
deplorable.  Whether  that  nation  is  des- 
tined shortly  to  be  convulsed  with  civil 
commotions,  or  not,  is  a question  unne- 
cessary to  be  decided,  as  regards  our 
present  inquiry ; it  is  enough  that  it  clear- 
ly appeal’s  that  she  is  utterly  unable  to 
wage  war  upon  us  for  any  cause  which 
does  not  vitally  affect  her  immediate  cx-| 
istcnce. 

France,  Holland,  the  Netherlands  and 
Italy  cannot  stir;  for  they  are  held  downj 
by  English,  Russian  and  German  bayo-j 
nets.  Thus  the  conflict  is  over,  but  the 
victors  dare  not  remove  their  force,  or' 
release  their  lioid.  It  is  a victory  of  that 
kind  where  every  spectator  is  amused  to 
sec  the  vanquished  man  lying  on  his 
back, refusing  to  cry  out  enough,  and  yet 
as  much  dreaded  by  his  antagonist  as  if 
he  stood  unhurt  upon  his  feet — The  vic- 
tor insists  upon  submission,  bawis  out 
with  affected  exultation,  yet  is  terribly 
alarmed  lest  that  spirit  and  strength 
which  be  sees  and  feels  should  by  acci-, 
dent  or  at  least  relaxation  be  enabled  to 
turn  upon  him.  It  is,  as  it  were,  the 
victory  of  a cowardly  bully  who  has  gain- 
ed a temporary  advantage  by  sneer 
weight  and  accident  over  a hero  whes 
limbs  are  yet  unbroken,  and  whose  soul 
is  unappalled.  It  lias  become  a sort  of^ 
cant  among  the  aristocrats  of  America 
as  well  as  of  Europe,  that  the  people 
of  France  are  unfi  for  liberty — the  peo- 
ple of  the  Republic  of  Holland  are  now 
surely  according  to  these  wiseacres  ut- 
terly unjit  for  liberty — and  the  people  of 
the  Republican  Cantons  of  Switzerland 
arc  surely  unfit  for  liberty — and  tiie  peo- 
ple of  tiie  Republic  of  Genoa  are  beyond 
redemption  unfitted  far  freedom — But 
of  all  things,  how  wicked  it  was  in  mother 
Britain,  to  t ilk  so  loudly  and  so  much  as1 
she  did  about  thc  libeiti's  ofthe  people 
of  old  Spain , a set  of  people  whom  kings, 
nobles  and  monks  have  nit  suffered  to 
hear  even  thc  sound  of  the  word  liberty' 
since  the  davsof  Path. la.  To  talk,  I say, 
as  the  English  did  to  the  people  of  old 
Spain  about  liberty,  and  the  rights  of  man, 
whose  very  cars  were  altogether  unfit 
for  the  sound  of  liberty,  at  anytime  these1 
three  or  four  hundred  yearn,  was  abso- 
lutely cruel;  it  was  tne  most  taunting, 
worst  of  cruelty.  Tois  same  cant  about* 
unfitness  for  liberty  is,  I am  sorry  to 
hear,  too  often  applied  by  some  Republi- 
cans not  only  to  the  French,  the  most! 
gallant,  enlightened,  well  informed  peo-[ 
pie  of  modern  Europe,  but  to  the  brave 
and  uneorrupted  Patriots  of  South  Arne-; 
rica.  Such  cant  in  the  mouth  of  an  Eu-' 
ropean  despot  is  naturally  to  be  expected! 
and  in  ptace;  but  it  is  absolutely  barbar-* 
ous,  ungrateful  and  base  from  thc  lips  of 
an  American — for,  what  citizen  would’ 
have  t.ie  effrontery  to  say  publicly  to 
La  Fayette  and  :i;  associates,  wr.o  fought! 
by  the  side  ol  Washington  and  establish-1 
cd  our  liberties,  t tat  they  were  unfit  for 
freedom— The  French  unfit  for  free- 
dom 1 ! A “ noble  people,”  who  required  i 
more  than  a million  of  hostile  bayonets 
I to  put  them  down,  and  hundreds  of  thou-! 

I sands  still  pointing  at  their  hearts  to  keep 
(them  down.  O justice  ! how  long  will 


and  Providence  laid  before  us  the  events, 
the  warnings,  the  prer  rts  and  the  ex- 
amples of  the  French  revolution.  We 
saw  a generous  and  enii  -atened  people 
rise  against  their  oppressors,  and  instant- 
ly every  aristocrat,  every  king,  and  every 
priest,  laying  as.de  ail  private  animosities, 
rallied  with  all  their  force,  and  raised 
the  standard  of  despotism  and  fanaticism 
in  opposition  to  that  of  the  rights  of  man. 
There  are  some  men  even  of  unimpeach- 
able integrity,  and  who  are  by  no  means 
destitute  of  discernment,  who  have  alto- 
gether refused  to  believe  that  anv  su  h 
compact  as  that  called  the  treaty  of  Pil- 
iiitz,  ever  was  entered  into  by  the  kiivs 
of  Europe  ; whereby  they  bound  them- 
selves each  to  the  other,  before  France 
had  given  thc  least  umbrage  to  any  one 
of  them,  to  crush  her  spirit  of  reform 
and  of  liberty,  to  destroy  her,  and  to  di- 
vide her  territory  among  them.  Whe- 
ther such  a solemn  league  and  covenant 
were  then  and  there  formally1, entered  into, 
is  not  as  yet  positively  ascertained,  be- 
cause no  treaty  a®  having  been  made  at 
that  place  has  yet  been  published,  verba- 
tim, with  all  the  usual  formalities  and 
signatures  of  a treaty.  But  to  insist  upon 
the  truth  of  the  existence  of  the  treaty 
of  Piinitz,  would  be  rather  to  cavil  about 
form,  and  to  overlook  substance  ; for  no 
one  can  now  doubt,  orwill  have  the  brass 
to  deny,  that  the  European  contest  has 
been  from  the  beginning  a conflict  of 
combined  kings  against  a people  who 
w-ere  endeavoring  to  improve  their  con- 
dition, and  to  establish  tneir  rights  upon 
a clear  and  s ire  foundation. 

That  people  have  been  vanquished  af- 
ter a struggle  of  more  than  thirty  years 
continuant  e,  and  by  the  congregation  and 
combined  efforts  on  the  side  of  despo- 
tism of  more  than  a million  cf  men  in 


to  our  situation  and  rising  greatness ! ’he  impudence,  thc  ignorance  and  incon- 


sistencies of  viie  aristocrats  a id  priests 
be  allowed  to  prevail  over  the  reason  anti 
the  rights  of  mankind  ! 

I repeat  it  in  the  language  of  Wish-' 
ington,  that  11  Europe  has  a.  set  ol  pri- 
mary interests,  that  to  us  have  none,  or 
a very  remote  relation” — and  no  naan 
can  meditate  upon  the  1 rench  revolution 
and  its  shocking  and  deplorable  results, 
without  seeing  asid  feeling  that  the  great- 
est of  those  primary  interests,  is  the  ites-j 
truction  of  freedom  and  the  establish- 
ment of  regal  and  priestly  government 
every  where — and  this  being  tiie  case,1 
I would  exhort  and  conjure  my  country- 
men maturely  to  consider  how  warmly 
and  imperatively  the  honor,  the  glory, 
and  the  best  interests  of  our  common 
country  call  upon  and  demand  of  them, 
in  the  language  of  Washington,  “ that 
our  detached  and  distant  situation  invites, 
and  enables  us  to  pursue  a different 
course." 

It  is  impossible  for  any  m«n  of  com- 
mon capacity  to  see  any  danger  from  one 
or  all  of  the  powers  of  Europe,  hv  on- 
taking  a part  with  the  Patriots,  of  South 
America.  They  cannot,  they  dare  not 
molest  us  for  such  cause.  The  spirit  of 
freedom  at  home  is  as  much  as  they  can 
possibly  manage  and  keep  down  ; thev 
dare  not  go  abroad,  much  less  cross  the 
Atlantic  to  grapple  with  the  champions 
ol  liberty  on  this  new  continent.  There 
is  not  one  of  them  that  has  either  the 
means  or  thc  courage  to  wage  open  war 
against  them.  The  United  States  can 
have  nothing  to  fear  from  Europe — and 
their  primary  interests,  their  detached 
and  distant  situation  invite  and  enable 
them  at  oflcc,  openly  and  boldly  and 
generously  to  declare  in  favor  of  the  in- 
dependence and  thc  liberties  of  the ficople 
of  South  America. 


Hence  the  only  remaining  question  to 
be  considered  is,  which  of  the  America! 
provinces  should  be  first  recognized  as 
an  independent  nation,  and  aided  in  es- 
tablishing thc  liberties  and  independence 
of  all  the  rest  ? LAUTARQ. 


NEWS. 

WASHINGTON  CITY,  NOV-  1. 

FROM  CHILI. 

By  the  Ganges,  arrived  at  Nantucket, 
from  the  Pacific  Ocean,  we  learn,  that  on 
the  20th  June  she  put  into  Tnlcnguana 
(in  Chiii)  for  supplies,  and  laid  there  8 
days ; the  place  was  garrisoned  with 
about  two  thousand  king's  troops — they 
had  had  no  ac  tion  with  the  Patriot  troops 
since  the  latter  took  the  city  of  Concep- 
tion. The  garrison  was  short  ef  provi- 
sions, particularly  bread  ; however,  capt. 
Ray  obtained  wood,  water,  and  some 
bullocks,  in  exchange  for  bread,  and  was 
well  treated.  There  was  then  lying  at 
Talcaguana,  one  frigate,  one  sloop  of  war, 
three  gun  brigs,  and  a number  of  ships, 
&c.  The  Patriots  possessed  all  thc  coun- 
try round,  except  the  peninsula  on  which 
the  garrison  stands.  Thc  Royalists  ex- 
pected a reinforcement  from  Lima ; 
should  they  be  disappointed  in  that,  they 
talked  of  evacuating  the  place  in  about 
one  month  ; they  had  vessels  enough  Xo 
take  all  their  troops  off.  They  were  not 
annoyed  by  the  Patriots,  who,  having  cut 
off  all  supplies  from  the  country,  calcu- 
lated upon  starving  them  out.  The  can- 
non in  the  forts  were  dismounted,  ready 
to  be  taken  off,  should  they  be  under  thc 
necessity  of  leaving. 

FROM  AMELIA  ISLAND. 
Extract  of  a letter  from  St.  Alary’s,  dat- 
ed the  1 Ath  inst. 

“ It  appears  indeed  extremely  doubt- 
ful as  to  the  fate  of  the  Floridas  ; the 
continual  jealousy  and  dissatisfaction  ex- 
isting among  themselves,  (tiie  Patriots) 
rather  promise  a total  dissolution  of  thc 
whole  concern.  When  Gen.  M1  Gregor 
oad  the  command,  tney  were  dissatisfied, 
-.rut  pretended  a belief  that  thc  General’s 
sole  motive  was  self  aggrandizement,  and 
to  favor  Scotch  interest.  After  the  Gen- 
eral’s resignation,  they  gave  the  com- 
mand to  Coi.  Irwin  ; in  a very  little 
while,  they  again  became  restless  and 
dissatisfied.  When  Commodore  Aury 
came  in  with  two  rich  prizes,  Irwin  re- 
signed, and  the  Commodore  took  the 
command— now,  just  as  fickle  as  ever, 
tney  wish  to  put  their  new  chief  out,  for 
some  other  favorite  of  the  moment.  In 
the  mean  time,  their  situation  has  be- 
come extremely  critical  and  unpleasant ; 
the  black  troops  and  sailors,  characters 
yf  the  worst  description  from  St.  Domin- 
go and  other  of  the  West-India  Islands, 
now  about  150 in  number,  brought  in  by 
the  Commodore,  and  the  other  privateers, 
insist  upon  equal  rights  and  privileges 
with  the  wnites,  and  otherwise  very  inso- 
lent ; indeed,  so  as  to  assume  equal  com- 
mand. The  whites  have  come  to  a re- 
solution to  drive  them  off  the  Island,  or 
perish  in  the  attempt ; both  parties  being 
enraged  against  each  other,  are  now  ac- 
tually in  arms,  and,  should  the  dispute 
end  in  a conflict,  dreadful  indeed  will  be 
the  carnage,  as  neither  side  would  give 
quarters.  Neither  are  we,  on  this  side 
(owing  to  the  nature  of  thc  quarrel,  and 
character  of  the  parties)  without  alarm 
and  apprehension  as  to  tiie  consequences, 
and  nothing,  it  seems,  will  give  security 
to  both  sides  of  the  river,  but  the  cession 
of  East  and  West  Florida,  which  I,  as 
well  as  all  orderly  and  well  disposed  per- 
sons towards  this  country,  heartily  wish 
may  not  he  far  distant.  No  more  prizes 
have  come  in  since  my  last,  there  being 
no  court  of  admiralty  as  yet  on  the  Isl- 
and, and  consequently  none  of  the  prize 
goods  imported  into  the  United  States 
have  been  legally  condemned,  or  even 
sold.  Thc  prize  goods  that  have  been 
introduced  into  this  place,  and  from  hence 
to  Savannah  and  your  place,  are  on  the 
commodore’s  own  responsibility  and  se- 
curity to  his  men  for  the  amount  of  their 
shares.  Gen.  M* Gregor,  it  is  generally 
sain,  is  gone  to  some  part  of  South  Ame- 
rica.”— Charleston  Gazette. 

Extract  of  another  letter, dated  1 5 th  inst. 

11  I was  at  Amelia  Island  last  Sunday 
evening — while  there,  a considerable  dis- 
turbance took  place  between  the  whites 
and  blacks.  They  were  al!  armed,  and  I 
really  expected  every  moment  to  see  a 
battle  royal.  Thc  blacks  got  all  into  the 
fort,  and  posted  themselves  as  well  as  they 
could,  although  in  great  confusion  : they 
kept  the  fort  all  the  evening.  The  sail- 
ors paraded  a 24  pounder  abreast  the 
picquets,  and  were  determined  to  bring 
them  to  action;  but  fortunately,  by  the 
great  activity  of  the  Governor  and  offi- 
cers, they  quelled  the  fray  pretty  smooth- 
ly, but  with  great  difficulty.  The  sailors 
were  so  enraged  at  the  attempt  of  the 
blacks  to  command  them,  that  they  would 
have,  died  in  the  contest : they  were  de- 
termined; if  a conflict  had  ensued,  to  de- 
stroy the  ruffians.  It  is  reported  tax 
blacks  wiil  all  be  shipped  offthe  island — 
this  step  can  alone  restore  harmony  to 
the  place.  There  are  six  or  seven  pri- 
vate armed  vessels  there,  as  also  several 
prizes.  Only  one  of  the  prize  ships  is  at 
present  discharging — her  cargo  princi- 
pally consists  ol  sugar,  intended  to  be 
shipped  here  in  small  parcels  to  St.  Ma- 
ry’s, to  be  sold  at  auction.  Five  priva- 
teers and  five  prizes  are  expected  every 
day ; the  latter  said,  among  other  arti- 
cles, to  have  a considerable  quantity  of 
specie.  1 think  the  privateersmen  will 
lare  well  here.  It  is  lather  unhealthy  at 
Amelia — two  or  three  from  the  force 
there,  die  every  day.” 

From  Amelia,  we  learn,  that  a distur- 
bance of  a very  serious  nature  has  taken 
place  between  commodore  Aury  and  go- 
vernor Hubbard— the  former  wishing  ti. 
place  his  black  troops  over  the  heroes  of 
Irwin,  which  would  not  be  allowed;  in 


consequence  of  this,  Aury  has  drawn  up 
his  troops  and  threatens  to  put  his  orders 
•into  effect  by  force  oT  arms.  Colonel  Ir- 
win, it  is  said,  will  resist  every  thing  oi 
the  kind.  It  is  feared  blood  will  bespilt 
before  the  matter  can  be  adjusted.  Se- 
veral prizes  were  oft’  Amelia  bar — busi- 
ness, in  consequence  of  the  difference 
between  Aury,  and  the  governor  and  co- 
lonel Irwin,  was  completely  at  a stand.

Extract  of  a letter  to  the  Editor  of  thc 
Charleston  Courier,  dated 

st.  mary’s,  oct.  18. 

11  Annexed  you  will  find  a proclama- 
tion, which  I have  hastily  copied  for  you. 
But, notwithstanding  the  language  which 
it  breathes,  a revolution  is  still  brewing; 
the  American  party  is  now  waiting  for 
Corn.  Champlain’s  arrival,  when  they 
will  carry  the  day.  At  present  every 
thing  is  in  a state  of  suspense  ; no  busi- 
ness doing;  no  prize  sales  have  yet  taken 
place,  nor  will,  until  this  business  is  set- 
tled. The  schooner  Antelope,  from  Sa- 
vannah, has  just  arrived  here,  and  also  a 
brig  From  New-York  with  notions.  This 
evening  arrived  a prize  with  slaves, 
which  the  U.  S.  brig  Saranac  has  de- 
tained, as  some  have  been  smuggled. — 
She  has  now  5 prizes  here.”

Is  there  amongst  them  one  of 
the  bravest,  who  so  valiantly  and  so  glo- 
riously defended  thrls  place  against  forces 
ten  times  more  numerous?  No!  thc  eye 
searches  in  vain  for  one  of  them.  Where- 
ever  it  perceives  a leader,  it  beholds  a 
person  who  abandoned  you  in  the  hour 
of  danger ; it  beholds  men  who,  guided 
by  their  own  self  interests,  trifle  with  the 
shedding  of  the  blood  of  the  gallant  de- 
fenders of  liberty.  Provided  they  ac- 
complish tneir  object,  their  views  arc 
accomplished.  It  is  you,  brave  seamen, 
who  have  made  so  many  sacrifices  ; it  is 
your  valor  they  wish  to  set  forward  fe  ;l 
the  perpetration  of  deeds  so  exec  able. 
They  create  a huge  pha  .tom,  when  in  re- 
ality it  is  but  a chimera.  What  would 
have  been  the  results  had  we  unfortu- 
nately been  compelled  to  come  to  ex- 
tremities, and  sent  off  those  who,  it  is 
said,  were  to  be  sent  off  ? By  coming  to 
extremities,  in  a most  cruel  butchery. — . 
By  sending  them  off,  deprive  this  infant 
republic  of  the  succour  of  valiant  men, 
who  have  fought  with  you  until  now,  and 
will  never  abandon  you  in  the  hour  of 
danger.  Had  this  happend,  you,  gallant 
seamen,  would  most  assuredly  have  fol- 
lowed the  route  dictated  by  honor,  but 
weakened  by  it,  you  would  have  fallen  a 
sacrifice  to  treachery  and  individual  views, 
and  tne  few  remaining,  whose  valor  would 
have,  sustained  them  until  the  last,  would 
have  found  themselves  compelled  to  a- 
bandon  this  place,  and  fulfilled  the  wish- 
es of  our  implacable  enemies,  who  have 
no  other  means  of  destroying  the  germ  of 
liberty,  but  dissention  among  its  defend- 
ers. This  would  not  have  been  the  only 
evil,  a greaterone  for  yourselves  would 
have  ensued.  Remorse,  despair,  would 
have  attended  your  consciences  to  tiie 
grave,  when  Cool  reflection  and  calmness 
had  told  you,  that  you  had  stained  your 
hands  with  the  blood  of  patriots,  who 
l iog  defended  the  cause  we  have  em- 
braced—and  that  by  Castilian  intrigues. 

Brave  and  gallant  seamen  1 let  us  re- 
turn thanks  to  that  Divine  Providence, 
which  hovers  and  watches  with  a careful 
eye  over  this  infant  republic,  for  having 
saved  us  from  the  perpetration  oi'  such 
direful  deeds  : let  us  be  united  ; a id  let 
this  example,  for  the  future,  serve  us  as 
a lesson  to  be  upon  our  guard  against 
seduction.

PROCLAMATION. 

It  has  been  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Jun- 
to, or  Council  of  Slate, 

1st.  That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  be  convicted  of  persuading  any 
slave  or  slaves  to  runaway  from  the  U- 
nited  States,  or  any  other  place  whatso- 
ever, shall, on  conviction  cf  the  same,  for- 
feit and  pay,  for  the  first  offence,  loodol- 
lars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  a term  not 
exceeding  30  days ; and,  for  the  second 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  300  dollars,  ant 
be  banished  from  the  country. 

2d.  Resolv  d,  That  any  fugitive  slave 
or  slaves  taken  up  shall  be  kept  in  jail 
until  claimed  by  his,  her  or  their  owners. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  all  slaves  coining 
to  this  city  for  employment,  shall  have  a 
written  permit  from  their  owners.

\Ye  have  heard  this  week,  with  pecu- 
liar pleasure,  the  introductory  lectures 
delivered  by  the  professors  of  the  Medi- 
t-Ai.  College;  and,  so  far  as  we  are 
competent  to  judge,  we  think  that  great 
professional  talent  was  displayed.

Of  Dr.  Drake’s  lecture,  we  may  truly 
pronounce,  that  it  was  one  of  the 
most  finished  performances  wc  have 
ever  witnessed,  and  showed  him  to 
be  a master  of  his  branches  of  the 
profession,  and  a man  of  general 
Si  ience. 

Dr.  Richardson’s  lecture,  particu- 
larly the  conclusion  of  it,  was  very 

good. 

Dr.  Blythe  is  universally  acknow- 
ledged to  be  fully  adequate  to  the 
duties  of  chemical  firof  ssor.  His 
introductory  was  learned  and  elo- 
quent : and  if,  at  any  time  heretofore, 
V the  foul  hand  of  ft  arty  s/urit"  has 
profaned  “ the  tem/i/e  of  science , Ut 
vs  forget  and forgiv  - the  /last.” 

Upon  the  whole,  our  Medical  Col- 
lege bids  fair  to  become,  and  that  soon, 
one  cf  the  best  in  the  union ; and  we  im- 
magine  that  even  now  it  is  superfluous 
for  western  students  to  travel  over  the 
mountains  to  finish  their  professional  edu- 
cation. The  favorable  opinion  here  en- 
tertained of  the  abilities  of  the  faculty, 
can  only  incite  them  to  redoubled  exer- 
tions, in  order  to  elevate  and  render  per- 
manent and  general  their  good  fame.

A l u»-  York,  Oct.  28. 

“ The  Franklin  74  has,  as  you  will  have 
learned,  gone  round  to  Annapolis,  to  re- 
ceive and  convey  to  England  Mr.  Rush, 
M ambassador  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary”  to  that  country.  Per- 
haps it  may  be  necessary  to  give,  in  the 
language  of  the  day,  an  eclat  and  a dig- 
nity commensurate  with  the  character 
oi  the  minister  and  his  country  ; but  since 
the  days  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  tiie  prac- 
tice of  this  government  has  certainly  un- 
dergone considerable  changes.  True  re- 
publican simplicity  seems  no  longer  in 
vogue;  r.o  longer  is  economy  the  order 
cl  the  day.  A merchant  ship  or  a sloop 
of  war  was  once  deemed  sufficient  to  con- 
vey our  ministers  to  Europe;  but,  now, 
a 74  and  her  800  men  dance  attendance 
on  our  “ambassadors  extraordinary.” 

“Some  snarltrs  insinuate  that  Mr. 
Rush’s  talents  are  not  of  that  high  order 
and  maturity,  which  befit  him  for  the 
court  of  St.  James,  the  most  important 
in  the  world,  where  a minister  has  inure 
to  do,  and  to  do  with  more  kn  jiving  men, 
than  at  all  the  other  courts  in  Europe  to- 
gether. But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  heis 
always  indefatigable  in  the  discharge  of 
his  public  duties,  and  that  he1  is  a scholar, 
a truly  amiable  and  polished  gentleman. 

“ Mr.  Pinkney  is  known  to  be  tired  of 
Russia,  and  it  is  said  has  more  than  once 
intimated  his  desire  to  be  recalled.  The 
climate  is  not  congenial  to  his  constitu- 
tion; and  his  station  docs  not  give  suffi- 
cient employment  to  his  active  mind.  He 
is  treated  with  marked  respect  and  dis- 
tinction by  the  emperor,  with  whom 
he  has  frequent  intercourse,  lie  is 
persevering  in  his  habits  of  study,  and 
maintains  by  his  talents  and  dignified  de- 
portment the  high  character  which  his 
country  lias  acquired  in  that  immensely 
important  and  powerful  empire.  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  Mr.  Pinkney 
will  return  next  spring,  if  not  removed  to 
sonic  other  court. 

“The  war  department  has  been  offer- 
ed to  Mr.  Lowndes,  and  rejected.  To 
see  men  of  talents  thus  refusing  these 
high  departments  of  government,  is  to 
be  lamented.  If  Mr.  Monroe  wishes 
to  obtain  renown  for  his  administration 
with  posterity,  it  should  be  his  leading 
object  to  fortify  himself  with  officers  of 
sterling  republican  principles,  superior 
abilities,  honesty,  and  honorable  ambition 
to  distinguish  themselves  and  do  credit 
to  their  country,  by  their  zeal  and  learn- 
ing in  the  public  service. 

“ There  is  manifested  in  some  of  the 
papers  not  far  from  Washington,  a cu- 
rious species  of  friendship  and  sympathy 
towards  the  patriots  of  South  America. 
The  doctrine  they  support  is,  that  if  we 
can  ascertain,  to  a degree  of  certainty 
leaving  not“  a loop  to  hang  adoubton,” 
tli at  any  of  the  provinces  are  actually 


independent , and  able  to  maintain  their 
independence  without  assistance  ; that 
•Spain  will  not  declare  war  against  us, 
and  that  no  power  in  the  universe  will  be 
offended — then  our  government  should 
most  graciously  and  generously  condes- 
cend to  acknowledge  their  ihdepcndence ! 
Now,  what  manly,  generous  friends  wc 
should  prove  ourselves  to  be  to  the 
South  Americans,  if  we  wait  until  they 
completely  establish  their  freedom  and 
independence,  and  then  acknowledge 
them  as  a sovereign  nation  ? IIow  vastly 
indebted  would  the  patriots  be  to  us,  for 
extending  to  them  the  rites  of  common 
decency,  at  so  great  a hazard  ! 

“ You  may  rely  on  it,  my  friend,  that 
certain  doctrines,  and  even  names  and 
words,  which  at  first  seem  insignificant 
and  ridiculous,  do  by  frequent  repetition 
become  familiar  to  the  ear  and  heart, 
anti  in  time  obtain  a sort  of  currency  and 
magic  influence,  which  require  the  steady 
and  constant  vigilance  of  the  true  friends 
of  the  republic  to  resist.  One  of  these 
words  is  “ Legitimacy.”  The  “ Holy 
i League”  in  the  eyes  of  some  people,  is 
a perfect  scare-crow — in  their  cars,  a 
very  death-bell. 

“ For  all  that  I can  see,  the  legitimate 
tyrants  of  Europe,  who  have  notoriously 
and  undeniably  leagued  against  the  liber- 
ties of  their  oian  subjects,  have  got  their 
hands  full  to  keep  them  in  subjection,  and 
to  watch  one  another ; but  if  they  had 
not,  I would  say  in  regard  to  the  South 
American  patriots,  let  us  do  what  honor 
and  generosity  demand  of  us,  without 
' ioiating  the  essential  rules  of  justice;  and 
then  bid  defiance  to  all  the  tyrants  on 
earth. 

“ That  Buenos  Ayres  has  been,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  independent  ol'Old 
Spain  for  more  than  seven  years,  no  man 
of  truth  can  deny.  Chili  is  in  a situa- 
tion equally  promising.  \V e ought  there- 
fore without  hesitation  to  acknowledge 
them.  To  refuse  to  do  so,  would  be  to 
betray  a mean  spiiitcd  cowardice,  as  well 
as  ingratitude  to  Heaven  for  our  own  suc- 
cess in  the  revolutionary  war,  and  our 
consequent  happiness  and  propcrily.”

City  of  I Washington,  Oct.  26. 

“ I have  just  finished  reading  a verv 
interesting  work  upon  “ France,”  by 
Lady  Morgan,  formerly  Miss  Owenson, 
of  novel-writing  memory.  Her  husband 
is  a doctor  of  physic,  and  has  furnished 
an  appendix  to  the  work,  on  the  subjects 
of  law,  finance,  and  medicine.  Lady 
Morgan  resided  some  time  in  France, 
moved  in  the  first  circles,  and  gives  a 
variety  of  amusing  and  instructive  anec- 
dotes of  the  tim.  s past  and  present.  With 
the  restoration  of  the  Bourbons  there  have 
been  also  restored,  us  a matter  of  course, 
a number  of  the  old  noblesse,  who  have 
not  only  preserved  the  costume  and  man- 
ners of  the  French  of  twenty-five  years 
ago,  but  even  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of 
Lo  is  XV.  The  contrast  which  the 
modes  and  the  manners  of  these  anti- 
quated personages  aff  ord  to  the  fashions 
and  ideas  of  the  present  times,  is  happi- 
ly ridiculed  by  the  authoress,  who 
seems,  by  her  writings,  to  be  a friend 
to  botn  civil  and  religious  liberty.  It 
appears  that  there  aro  four  political  par- 
ties in  France: — 1.  The.  constitutional- 
ists. 2.  The  Bonapartists.  3.  The  roy- 
alists. 4.  The  ultra-i oyafis's.  The  con- 
stitutionalists and  the  Bonapartists  in- 
cline to  a union  of  interests.  The  royal- 
ists and  ultras  entertain  the  most  bitter 
animosities  against  each  other.  The 
royaiists,  of  wuich  the  king  is  at  the  head, 
arc  for  moderate  measures,  as  the  best 
means  of  preserving  the  crown  to  the 
Bourbons ; whilst  the  ultras,  at  the  head  of 
which  are  the  duchess  of  Angouleme  and 
all  the  royal  princes,  are  for  violent  and 
hioody  measures,  and  for  the  restoration 
of  ail  the  abuses  in  government  which 
prevailed  before  the  year  1789.  It  is 
said  tiiat  there  was  a piot  among  the  ul- 
tras to  abolish  the  salique  law,  which  pro- 
hibits females  from  reigning,  and  to 
piace  the  duchess  of  Angouleme  on  the! 
throne  ; and  that  Louis,  on  discovering! 
this,  threw  himself  into  the  arms  of  the! 
constitutional  party.  Whatever  trutn  | 
may  bo  in  this  conjecture,  it  is  certain 
that  the  principal  ministers  of  the  king 
are  constitutionalists,  and  that  the  princes 
and  the  duchess  have  lost  their  influence 
over  the  sovereign.  Lady  Morgan  re- 
presents almost  all  the  men  of  first  rate 
talents  as  rather  inimical  to  the  reigning 
dynasty,  and  refusing  to  lend  their  abili- 
ties to  the  support  of  the  Bourbons. 
Those  who  write  in  their  favor  aro 
chiefiy  persons  of  inferior  faculties,  who 
arc  ready  to  praise  whoever  pays  them 
best.  The  actual  condition  of  the  F rench 
people  is  prosperous,  which  the  author- 
ess attributes  principally  to  the  wise 
measures  of  the  national  assembly  in  the  j 
cariv  stages  of  the  revolution.  She  ac-j 
cuscs  Napoleon  of  having  innovated,  for 
despotic  purposes,  upon  the  sage  institu- 
tions of  that  assembly,  and  is  decidedly  [ 
of  opinion  that  the  nation  was  driven  in- 1 
to  acquiescence  in  the  military  rule  of 
the  ex-emperor  by  the  pressure  of 
foreign  coalitions.  When  he  returned 
from  Elba,  he  was  very  far  from  having 
a majority  of  popular  suffrages  in  his| 
favor;  and  at  the  moment  of  his  return; 
on  that  occasion,  there  was  a scheme  on 
foot  to  dethrone  the  Bourbons,  and  re- 
store the  republican  form  of  government. 
The  army  was  with  him,  however,  and 
the  scheme  failed.  The  Bourbons  are 
endeavoring  to  break  down  all  the  bar- 
riers that  the  national  assembly  had 
erected  in  favor  of  freedom.  The  priests 
arc  busy,  the  lawyers  are  busy,  the  old 
noblesse  are  busy,  incndcavoringto  crush 
every  free  establishment.  But  the  con- 
duct of  the  priests-— especially  their 
mummery,  and  the  parading  of  wooden 
saints— -has  a tendency  to  bring  religion 
into  contempt.  The  churches  are  for 
the  most  part  empty  on  the  sabbath. 
The  laboring  classes  of  the  people  detest 
the  increase  of  holy-days,  the  observance 


of  which  is  rigidly  exacted,  as  subtraet- 
ing  from  tbe  profit*  of  their  industry. — 
'1  lie  state  of  polished  female  society  is 
pourtraved  in  very  agreeable  and  fascinat 
ing  cold's  ; and  the  genera!  society  which 
prevails  among  the  male  population  is 
held  up  as  a fine  model.  It  is  obvious 
that  intellectual  endowments  are  more 
sought  after  and  honored  in  French  so- 
ciety, than  in  that  of  either  England  or 
America.  Lady  Morgan  owed  tbe  dis- 
tinguished reception,  which  she  met  with 
iu  the  French  circles  of  fashion,  to  her 
reputation  as  a writer.  As  to  law,  the 
king  holds  too  great  a control  over  the 
judicial  tribunals.  The  financial  system 
is  susceptible  of  great  improvements. 
Dr.  Morgan  thinks  the  French  surgeons 
superior  to  those  of  Great  Britain  ; but 
Regards  the  physicians  as  inferior  in  their 
practice,  although  very  ingenious  in 
their  theories.  In  brief,  my  dear  sir,  I 
could  wish  this  work  of  Lady  Morgan 
to  be  universally  read  by  our  country-' 
men.  It  contains  the  best  exposition  of 
the  state  of  France  that  I have  seen  for  a 
long  time,  and  tend*  Very  much  to  open 
our  eyes  to  the  true  situation  of  aff  airs  on 
the  European  continent.  Dr.  Morgan 
is  of  opinion  that  the  Bourbons  arc  by 
no  means  secure  upon  the  throne,  and 
that  the  elements  of  insurrection  against 
their  authority  abound  in  every  quarter 
of  the  kingdom. 

“ We  are  all  quiet  here  at  present. — 
South  America  appears  to  be  the  grand 
object  of  attention ; and  the  time  has 
nearly  arrived  when,  I believe,  our  go- 
vernment will  find  it  good  policy  to  move 
in  that  direction.  The  stupid  editor  cl 
the  Baltimore  Federal  Republican 
threatens  the  administration,  if  it  recog- 
nizes independence  in  any  of  the  Span- 
ish provinces,  with  the  vengeance  of 
the  “ Holy  Alliance  !”  That,  h se  ms, is 
to  be  the  club  of  Hercules,  with  which 
the  world  is  to  be  intimidated  into  sub- 
mission to  despotic  principles.  But  let 
tne  allies  beware,  list  the  spirit  of  free- 
dom lise  in  the  bosoms  of  their  own  peo 
pie,  and  devour  the  despots  who,  in  tin 
name  of  Heaven,  oppress  mankind." 

THE  AURORA. 

The  Editor  of  this  print,  once  so  po- 
pular in  the  western  country,  seems  to 
be  diving  deeper  and  deeper  into  t.  c 
pool  of  u/iostacy.  No  paper  ever  sj  ably 
exposed,  or  so  successfully  ridiculed,  that 
abominable  federal  sentiment,  uttered 
by  Governeur  Morris  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States,  that  « the  people 
are  their  oivn  worst  i n -mies.”  Yet,  de- 
feated in  the  Pennsylvania  election  ; his 
hopes  marred  of  ruling  tiiat  great  state 
by  bis  influence  over  a weak  governor;
